But here may ryſe a neceſſary queſtion, to be dyl⸗ 
ſolued. If charity requyꝛe to thinke, ſpeake, and doo 
well vnto euery man, bothe good and euyl, how can 
magyſtrates execute iuſtyce vpon malefactours, 
with charitye? Howe can they caſte euyll men into 
pꝛilon, take away theyꝛ goodes, and ſometime their 
pues, accoꝛdynge to lawes : yfCharitye wyll not 
ſuffer them ſo to doo? Herevnto is a plapne and byief 
anſ were, that plages and puniſhementes be not enel 
ol them ſelues, yl they be well taken ol innocentes: 
and to an euyll man, they are bothe good and necef- 
ſarye : and may be executed accoꝛdynge to charitie, 
and with charitye ſhould be executed. Ion Declaraci- 
on whereof, you ſhall vnderſtande, that charity hath 
two offices, the one contraryetothe other: and yet 
bothe neceſſarpe to be vſed , vpon men ok contrarye 
ſoꝛte, and dyſpoſition. The one office of Charitpe, is, 
to cheryſhe good, and innocent men. Hot to oppꝛeſſe 


them, with falſe accuſations,butto intourage them 


wyth rewardes to doo well, x perſeuerin well doo: 
vnge: defendynge them wyththelworde, frõ 
aduerſaryes . And tho ofye of Bythops, * 
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paſtours, is to laude good men, foz wel doynge, that 
they maye perſeuer therein, and to rebuke and coz 
rect, by the wooꝛde ol God, the offences,and crymes 
ot all eupll diſpoſed perſons. | 

The other office is, to rebuke. coꝛrecte, ⁊ punyſh, 
byce, without acceptation ot parlons, and this is to 
be vled, againſt theun onely, that be euyll men, and 
maletactours. And it is aſwellthe offyce of charitye, 
to rebuke, punyſhe, and correcte them, that be eupll, 
as it is to cheryſhe, and rewarde them that be good, 
and innocent. Sainct Paule ſoo declareth, wuting 


tothe Nomapnes, and ſayenge, the hyghe powers 


are oꝛdeyned of GOD , not to be dꝛeadefull to 
them that doo well, but vnto malefactours, to 
dꝛawe the wooꝛde, to take vengeaunce of hym 
that commytteth the ſynne. And ſaincte Paule 


byddeth Tymothye conſtantlye, and vehement 
- Ive, to rebuke ſynne, by the wooꝛde of G DD. 


So that bothe offyces ſhoulde be dylygently execu⸗ 
ted, to impugne the kyngdom of the deuyl:the pꝛea⸗ 
cher wyth the wooꝛde, and the Gouernoure woyth 
the lwooꝛde. Els they loue neyther God , noꝛ them 
whome they gouerne,yf foz lacke of coꝛrection, they 
wyllully ſuffer God to be offended, and them whom 


they gouerne to periſhe. Foꝛ as euery louynge father 


correcteth his natural ſonne,whenhe dothe amyſle, 
oz els he loueth hem not: So all gouernours ot 
Realmes,Countreys, Townes, and houſes, ſhoulde 


louynglpe coxrecte them, who be ollendours vnder 
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Ind cheryſhe them who dos iiur innocently: vfthep 
haue any reſpecte, eyther vnto God, and theyzoffice, 
02 loue vnto them of whome they haue gouernaũce. 
And ſuche rebukes, and punyſhementes, ol them 
that doo offende muſte be done in due tyme, leaſt by 
delaye, the o offender fall headlinges into all maner of 
myſchiefe , and not onely bee euyll theim ſelues, but 
alſo doo hurte vnto many men, dꝛawoynge other by 
theyzeuyll example, to ſynne, outrage; after them. 
As one theef maye bothe robbe manyemen; and al⸗ 
ſo make many theues, and one lediciouſe perſon may 
allure many, and noye a hole to wne oz countre. And 
ſuche euil perſons, that be lo great offenders of gad, 
and the common wealth charitie requireth to be cut 
of, from the body ofthe common weale, leſt they co2- 
rupte other good, and honeſt perlons: lik> as a good 
ſurgeon cutteth away aputrifyed;and feſtred mem⸗ 
ber, foꝛ the loue he hathto ß hole body, leaſt it infecte 
other members, adioynynge to it. Thus it is decla⸗ 
red vnto you, what true charitie, oʒ chꝛiſtian loue is, 
ſo plainely, that no man nede to be deceyued. 
wyhyche lone wholoeuer kepeth, bothe towardes 
God ( whom he is bounde to loue aboue al thinges) 
and allo towardes hys neyghboure, alwell frende 
as fooe, it ſhal ſurely kepe hym fr alloffenceofGod, 
and iuſte offence of man. Thereloze beare wel away 
this one ſhozte leſſon, that by true chniſtian charitye, 
God oughte to be loued, aboue ail chynges, and all 
men oucqhte to be loued, good and rupll rende, and 
foo, and to al ſuche we ought (as we may doo good: |

And we ought here to conſyder, that after the aſcen- 
ſton of qurfauioure Chꝛiſte, fox the ſpace ofcertayne 
peares, there was no goſpell at all wzytten: but all 
thynges, concernynge the faythfull chꝛiſtians, were 
ruled, and gouerned by the dyſcyples of Chꝛiſt beyng 
than, the heades of the church. Aftervoarde, we rede 
that dyuers of the dyſcyples of Chaiſte , dyd wayte 
Goſpelles:as ſainct Bartylmew, Nicodenws, and 
an other Golpel was called gu elium Nazarcorun. But 
the authoꝛite ofthe churche,dyd onely admitte thoſe 
fower euangeliſtes: which nowe the whole churche 
dooth retayne. nohyche thing might well ſeme mar- 
uelous, ſeynge that bothe ſaincte Bartylme w, and 
Mieodemus, were pꝛeſent, and dyd ſee the wootkes 
of Chaiſt,and alſo dyd here hys doctryne, where as 
ſainct Luke dyd learne hys goſpell of ſaincte Paule, 
and other, and ſo lykewyſe dyd S. marke but here- 


bp it doseth mooſt playnly appere that the catholike 
”  churcheonelp, hathe this hye aucthoꝛite, to dyſterne 


ſtriptures, and thatſtriptures allowed by the church 
ſhouſde not be refuſed ok anye particulare perſons. 
- Nowetherefoze,leynge that the catholyke churche, 
bothe hathe delyuered, to vs the ſcripture, and in all 
ages and tymesHath bene taken of all Godly lerned 
men, faʒ the nue ſudge thereof. I erhozt,and beſeche 
allpou(gsod chꝛiſten people), that in all doutes, opi⸗ 
gions,andcontronerſies,ye would reſozt to 1

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churche, and there learne what the ſame catholyke 


church hath beleued,and taught,from time to time, 


concernynge doutes, oꝛ controuerſies, and yt wyth 
lowly and meke hartes ye wyll ſo doo, ſurely the ho⸗ 
ly gholte wyll inftructe you , he wyll comfoꝛte pou, 
and he wy] leade you, into al trueth.

Bet beſide this great 
authoꝛitie of the churche, whereof you haue hearde, 


khere is an other gyuen by God, ol mooſte hye excel- 


lencye, that is, power to foꝛgyue, and pardon, the pe⸗ 
nitent ſynner, and to puniſhe,and coꝛrecte, the obſti⸗ 
nate oꝛ frowarde ſynner: which power and auctho⸗ 
rite,as it was fygured in the pꝛeeſthood of the olde 
la we, as in Judgynge oflepꝛole perſons, and in pu⸗ 
nyſhynge to death, thole that did not obey the pꝛieſt:

but addyth alſo,theremyſion of ſynnes, to be inp. 


ſame catholike churche.Doo not we rede that ſaynt 
Paule dyd vſe this aucthoutie, whan he did excom⸗ 
municate Hymeneus and Alexander? dyd not the 
holye Byſhoppe ſaynt Ambꝛole, vſe this aucthoꝛitie 
in euery poynt, vpon the emperoure Theodoſiug? 
Which holy byſhoppe perceyuynge the emperoure 
had greuouflye offended, dyd not ſpare to ercom- 
muuicate hym: yea and though he offered him ſelfe 
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chere duetyes and vocations, bythis example, ſure⸗ 
lye the churche of Chaylte ſhoulde not haue come to 
fuch great diſoꝛdre as we ſee, neyther ſhoulde byte 
and wyckednes, ſo frely haue bene vſyd:but bicauſe 
this mater, is largely and lernedly, ſet fourth in the 
latramẽt of penante, J wil ceaſe to ſpeake any mo
